Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests an image sensor or camera having a 
row select signal generating circuitry configured to generate a set of row select signals 
to substantially simultaneously select a corresponding set of plural particular rows and 
each of active pixel sensors in the selected corresponding set of plural particular rows 
substantially simultaneously provides the buffered voltage sensor signal for that active 
pixel sensor to a column line such that a output node of each column line indicates a 
collective output signal for the active pixel sensors as independent claims 1 and 30. 

None of the prior art teaches or suggest an image sensor having a row select 
signal generating circuitry configured to generate a set of row select signals to select a 
corresponding set of plural particular rows such each active pixel sensor in the selected 
corresponding set of particular rows provides a buffered voltage sensor signal and a 
column select signal generating circuitry configured to generate a set of column select 
signals to substantially simultaneously select a corresponding set of plural particular 
columns such that the a column node for each column in the selected corresponding set 
of plural particular column is substantially simultaneously coupled to an output node of 
the image sensor as claimed in independent claim 20.
